Forum Speaker 
Urges Better 
Radio Programs 


"There ;ire 86 radio channels in 


North America, broadcasting thru 
nearly 700 stations and being receiv- 
ed in two-and-one-quarter million 
sets," was a statement made by Dr. 
Charles Frederick Lindsley, profes- 
sor of speech at Occidental college, 
in his lecture Monday night before 
the forum 
of the evening 
high 


school. 


He told of the enormous influence 


of radio as a means of moulding pub- 
lic opinion, and stressed the desir- 
ability of better programs ,especially 
of an educational nature. 


Contrasts were drawn between the 


radio methods of Europe and the 
United States. In European coun- 
tries, broadcasting is controlled by 
the governments, and funds for its 
support are derived from a tax on 
the receiving sets. This is very dif- 
ferent from the United States plan, 
where broadcasting is carried on by 
private individuals with a profit mo- 
tive. The profits are secured from 
advertising sponsors. This system 
has much to do with the quality of 
the programs. In spite of the short- 
comings of this system, Professor 
Lindsley expressed the opinion that 
it is better than the European sys- 
tem. The latter system being con- 
trolled by the government is used 
in some countries for propaganda

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A Word to Washington— 


Plentiful rain in the mountains during the 


last several months means more vegetation 
of all types—a heavier brush-cover on moun- 
tain slopes in the next few years. 


Late rains especially will cause new growth 


that will have a better chance to live thru 
this summer, and having survived one year 
will continue to grow in succeeding years. 
Heavy brush-cover is the best method of pre- 
venting erosion. 


But friends of southern California in the 


nation's capital should keep insisting that the 
Civilian Conservation Corps be maintained 
to strength, and, if, possible, very measurably 
increased in manpower. We want more of 
these camps in this semi-arid country, ready 
to fight incipient fires. The heavier the brush- 
cover the hotter and bigger the fires if not 
controlled. 
, 


Seeing Is Believing- 


For more than twenty-five years the peo- 


ple of the Covina valley have listened to dis- 
cussions of plans for the control of flood-water 
from San Gabriel canyon. The Argus, in that 
time, has published hundreds of columns of 
news and editorial matter on this subject. 


That control, so greatly desired, is right now 


approaching achievement. If the citizens of 
the valley will take a couple of hours and 
drive up the canyon, a scene will unfold that 
nearly approaches the^dream of the pioneers 
in this work. Pasadena's great dam is holding 
the season's surplus water. A great body of 
water is already backed up behind San Ga- 
briel dam in the main canyon and behind the 
dam in the west fork. 


The main flood control dam will be com- 


pleted by next September. These long years 
of wishful thinking are culminating in actual 
reality. 


International Crisis— 


New York's mayor, La Guardia, insults 


Hitler in a speech before Jewish women's so- 
ciety. German government protests to Amer- 
ican state department receive prompt apol- 
ogy. Hitler-controlled newspapers in Ger- 
many hurl vile epithets at La Guardia. New 
York mayor stands pat and repeats his in- 
sults, etc. 


This is ancient strategy on the part of diplo- 


matic corps and international relations to help 
each other win elections, and is always sure- 
fire stuff to arouse interest and get votes. 


It is'all well understood by all principal 


parties concerned. In effect, La Guardia says 
that he is on the spot for material for the 
coming primaries. He picks on Hitler before 
the Jewish assemblage, and sweeps all the 
Jewish votes into his basket. Hitler comes 
back with a snarling attack on Jews in gen- 
eral, and builds up his anti-Semitic propa- 
ganda, which was getting to be a bit stale. 


It's all old stuff to the politicians. Because 


there are comparatively, few citizens of Bri- 
tish 
descent 
in 
Chicago, 
former-Mayor 


Thompson periodically .indulged in kicking 
King George out of American politics. It 
can't be said to be dignified campaigning. But 
it gets the votes. And dignity is poor comfort 
for a loser. 


Senatorial Billboards— 


These United States senators and other 


prominent Washington people who are ac- 
cepting fat fees for indorsing cigarettes should 
be told that it is not their names the tobacco 
manufacturers seek, but the prestige of the 
office they hold. 


That office was created by the people of this 


country. Temporary holders of that office 
have no right to defile it or make it ridiculous. 
They are chosen to that office for a purpose, 
and that purpose does not include the adver- 
tising of any commodity at the expense of the 
dignity of the office. 


One eastern newspaper published a cartoon 


last week, depicting members of the United 
States senate in session with placards on their 
backs, advertising various products, some 
with the inscription: "This space for sale." 
The power of all cartoons is exaggeration, but 
this cartoon does not seem to be a distortion 
of facts. 


Utter disregard of the'fitness of things, a 


willingness to go at all times beyond the 
bounds of decency, is characteristic of some 
of the national advertising copy. Most of us 
are unwilling to believe that we are a nation 
of morons, which would seem to be strongly 
indicated in the character of advertising copy 
so profusely used of late years. 


Courteous and Dumb— 


Hell, it is reliably reported, is paved with 


good intentions. 


Two of these paving stones will without 


question be fashioned from the act of holding 
doors open for another when it isn't neces- 
sary, and waiting at a cross-walk in an auto- 
mobile for a pedestrian when he is fifteen or 
twenty feet away from the car and there is 
plenty of time for the driver to get the heck 
out of there and not be the cause of a lot of 
unnecessary trouble. 


We all know the well-meaning dumbbell 


who is eight or ten feet ahead of us in making 
an exit from a building, and who hangs onto 
the door, keeping it open for you, although 
you may be perfect strangers, not traveling 
together, and both capable of opening and 
shutting doors without imbecilic assistance. 
Such an act is not a courtesy, but just an 
irritation. 


At intersections where cars are required 


to stop if there is a pedestrian in the cross- 
walk, it' is assinine to wait for the pedestrian 
when there is ample time for clearance. Wait- 
ing for a person to cross when he is perhaps 
thirty feet from the car, or even if he is just 
a few feet from the car, is nonsense, a literal 
interpretation of the law that just isn't good 
sense. The driver embarrasses the pedestrian 
to no good purpose. The driver should keep 
going and get out of the way of everybody. 
All that is required is that there be a reason- 
able and safe amount of distance between the 
walker and the driver. 


Capital punishment is, of course, too severe 


for these offenses. But there should be a so- 
ciety formed to prevent unwanted and mis- 
placed courtesies on the part of dumb eggs 
who mean well and achieve the opposite. 


Duplicated 
Effort— 


Federal government—like all other units of 


government of great size—is wasteful and in- 
efficient. There is duplication of effort. There 
is overlapping of departments—in some cases, 
ten tp twenty bureaus exist for.a job which 
could be done by one or two. There is too 
much division of authority. 


These are facts recognized by practically 


everyone. In the course of its history, the 
government has, like Topsy, "just growed." 
Often it has grown without rhyme or reason. 
And every administration since the Civil wax- 
has added to the bureaucratic confusion. 


As a result, it is widely felt that there is 


strong need for federal reorganization. The 
highly conservative Senator Byrd has made 
a study of the subject and offered recommen- 
dations. The president appointed a "commit- 
tee on administrative management" to inves- 
tigate and advise on possible changes. 


This committee has now made its report. 


It recommends extensive reorganization with- 
in the framework of the constitutional "checks 
and balances" plan. The three separate major 
branches of government—executive, legisla- 
tive and judicial—would, of course, be main- 
tained. Principal act would be the overhaul 
of more than 100 independent agencies, 
boards, authorities, and their consolidation 
within twelve major executive departments. 


There are now ten major executive depart- 


ments, state, treasury, justice, postoffice, navy, 
war, commerce, agriculture, labor, and inter- 
ior. Two new departments, whose heads 
would be cabinet members, would be created 
—social welfare and public works. The name 
of the department of interior would be chang- 
ed to the department of conservation. Inde- 
dendent bureaus of importance which would 
be absorbed into departments include: Re- 
settlement administration, Tennessee valley 
authority, social security board, federal hous- 
ing administration, works progress adminis- 
tration, federal communications commission, 
rural electrification administration, civil ser- 
vice commission, national labor relations 
board, veterans' administration, home owners' 
loan corporation. 


There are two main reasons why govern- 


ment reorganization is desirable—efficiency 
and economy. Unhappily, these ends are not 
always compatible when politics is involved. 
Consequently, there is considerable dissen- 
sion as to the details of reorganization. 


It is probable that a White House sponsored 


plan, similar to that recommended by the 
president's committee, will be introduced in 
this session of congress. It will meet with 
little opposition, doubtless pass with a mini- 
mum of debate. However, it will be some 
time before the solons get around to it—other 
legislation, notably the judicial reorganization 
bill, will hold the headb'nes for many weeks to 
come. All hopes for an early adjournment of 
congress have been abandoned.

Walnut Growers 
Guard Against 


That what is one man's meat is 


another man's poison is shown by 
the fact that the January cold 
weather which caused considerable 
damage to citrus orchards has been 
of great benefit to the walnut grow- 
ers, according to a statement by W. 
R. Stanton, manager of La Puente 
Cooperative Walnut Growers' asso- 
ciation. 


However, with walnut trees show- 


ing top-notch budding at this time, 
there is a probability of damage thru 
being nipped by freezing. The trees 
are budding out evenly over the en- 
tire spread of the limbs, and there 
is very little evidence of delayed 
foliation, and a condition that is to 
be desired by walnut men is being 
experienced. 


Damage by cold nights depends 


very much on the duration of the 
low temperature period, and the 
ranchers are watching this condition 
very carefully. 


The frost reporting service will be 


of assistance to the walnut ranch- 
ers, same as it was to citrus growers 
during the January cold spell. Some 
of the walnut groves are protected 
by orchard heaters, though the per- 
centage of such protection is very 
slight as compared with the same 
protection in the citrus growing area.
